Mr. Balfour, Conservative leader, said 
that the House had not discussed three- 
fourths of the Home Role Bill either in 
committee or in the report stage, The 
length of the debate on the Reform Aot of 
1832 had been quoted to show that the 
discussion of the present bill had been 
exceedingly long. But the Reform Bill 
involved only two principles, the substitu- 
Hon of genuine constitnencies for rotten 
ones and the settlement of the franchise 
whereon the electorate should yote. The 
present bill was an absolute reverdal 
of tbe -constitution. It inyolved a 
change of every fundamental principle of 
the constitution, What was the prospect of 
gain to Ireland? The Irish members of 
Parliament had indulged in much destruo- 
tive oriticism of the landlords and the 
Irish Government, but had never yet pro- 
duced # practical proposal likely to be of 
permanent value and to relieve the 
troubles of the country they aspired to 
rule, The present bill was a mookery of 
legislation. Everyone voting for it knew 
something vu! its worthleesness, and that 
to pass it was like trying to put life into a 
dead carcass, 

John Morley, Chief Seoretary for Ire- 
Jand, held that the opposition to the bill 
under discussion had mn conducted in 
bad faith. If obstraction was patriotism, 
he said, closure was patriotism. In regard 
to the argument that there was no finality 
about the bill, he had never claimed o 
finality for any solution of any deep-rooted 
political question. There was no such 
thing. 

[fin concluding, Mr. Morley said that after 
oven and a half years of controversy this 
popular assembly, which was virtually 
supreme, was about to the Home Rale 
Bill for Ireland.

Up to 
the present date one hundred and thirty- 
five experimenters have been heard from, 
Of this number, sixty fayored us with 
very satisfactory reports of carefully con~ 
ductoil experiments, sixteen forwarded 
partial reports, and fifty-nine wrote of 
failure or unreliable results. The sixty 
satisfactory reportscame from twenty 
three countiés, eleven of which were eastand 
twelve west of Guelph. The names of the 
different experimenters and, the detailed 
results of the tests will be presented in the 
annual report ef the Experimental Wnion 
for 1893, The greatest advantage arising 
from hese experiments are certainly 
gleaned by the experimenters themselves, 
but many valuable lessons can be obtained 
by thousands of others who carefully study 
theresults. All the eleveo varieties were 
grown upon the exporimental plots at the 
Station in exuct accord with the instruc- 
tions sent out over Ontarie, ‘As two of tne 
Same varities were sent to each exporis 
menter, it is possible to obtain a very ro- 
liable compensation of all the kinds dis- 
tributed. The yields per acre have been 
calculated from the amounts grown upon 
the plots.

none but the best reports for the above 
table, the writérconsiders this summary of 
very great value and ore worthy the care- 
ful attention of the farmers of Ontario, 
The yields per acre may be rather higher 
than would be obtained from larger fields 
of tne same varieties, but it will be re~ 
membered that the plots were of similar 
size in every instance, The conclusions 
|drawnand the remarks made by many

A Sensible View of Unionism. 


Bexvast, Sept. 6,—At the Trades Union = 


Congress in Ulster hall yesterday morning, 
Samuel Monroe, the new president, spoke 
at length concerning the labor question in 
the United Kingdom. He believed, he 
said, that trades unionism was destined to 
be an honored instrument in freeing Ire- 
land from the terrible inchbus of religions 
bigotry and political intolerance. He de- 
nounced strikes as criminal folly in all 
cases where the resources of civilization 
had not been exhausted in an effort 
avoid the use of such extreme measures. 
He also spoke of strikes as the ‘' Forlorn 
hopes” of the working people. He ex- 
pressed the hope that the results obtained 
by the Royal Labor Commission from their 
investigations would be crystalized in a 
system of conciliation and arbitration, 
which would make industrial warfare far 
more infrequent than it now is.

THE PREMIER AND THE BERING SEA AWARD, 


Our Premier, Sir John ‘Thompson ‘has 
Just returned from Europe, where he has 
boen on a most Important mission. He 


wae sitting as one of the arbitrators in 
reference to the difficulty between England 
and the United States, arising out of the 
Bering Sea seal fisheries, He comes out 
and says that he is highly satisfied with 
the result, It fa true that as an arbitrator 
he did not carry his views, or succeed in 
having his yiews prevail, but still he ts 
highly satisfied. It is true that when the 
court came to frame the award, and the 
regulations which were the outcome of 
that award, he could not get his views as 
an arbitrator endorsed by the majority ; 
he was in the minority, Still he ts highly 
satisfied. It is a rule of international law 
that three miles of water belong to the 
soll of the adjacent maritime country. The 
arbitrators appointed in the case of the 
Bering Sea hunting islands have extended 
that limit from three miles to sixty miles. 
Sir John Thompson thought that the zone 
was too large, and wanted it reduced, but 
the arbitrators were against him. Still 
he {a highly satisfied, He wanted to have 
® close season for the hunting of seals, to 
extend from the month of September till 
the month of May. His fellow-arbitrat- 
ors took a different view, Instead of hav- 
ing a close season from the month of Sep- 
ber to the month of May, they made it 
of 
August, Still he is highly satisfied. He 
wanted for our sealers the right to use 
firearms in the hunting of seals. His 
coadjutors prohibited the use of firearms. 
Still he ts highly satisfied. So much sat- 
lafaction under so many rebuffs {a an 
evidence of Christian resignation which ts 
not often met with In these evil days of 
ours, and I do not remember that at any 
time in the course of history the old pre- 
cept was so well carried out—that which 
ways, “If you are smitten on the right 
cheek, you should tender your left," (Ap- 
plause and laughter.) But, after all, Sir 
John Thompson 1s a judge, and he was

quite sure that Sir John Thompson, when

A Tale of Horror,

and his little son, Having overpowered 
the man and plundered the house of 
everything of value, and failing to find 
any money, they bound the ranchman and 
throatoned to take his life if he did not tell 
them where he had his money concealed, 
He told them he had none. Then they 
cut off one of his arms above the elbow 
wit: a hatchet, They commanded him 
again to reveal the whereabouts of hia 
hiddon wealth, but he could not convince 
them that he had none, so they out off his 
other arm and cut his body in a score of 
places, Then they split his head open 
with the hatchet, seized the boy, cut his 
throat from ear to ear and rode off, leay- 
ing the bodies to be devoured by vultures 
and coyotes, The rangers have captured 
two of the outlaws.

Big Shortage ip Bullion. 

Wasnincton, Sept, 16,—Acting Mine 
Director Preston yesterday stated that an » 
examination of the vaults of the Philadel 
phia mint had disclosed a shortage of more 
than 5,000 ounces in gold ballion, valned 
at $184,000, The vault in which the gold 
is short had when it was sealed in 1887, 
about $16,000,000 in gold bullion. D, M, 
Fox was superintendent of the mint at 
that time and O. C. Bosbyshell succeeded 
in November, 1889, receipting for the gold 
in the sealed vault without weighing it. 
The shortage was discovered only on Tues- 
day, when tho vault was opened for the 
purpose Of coining the bullion. The su- 
perintendent of the mint at Philadelphia is 
under bond of $100,000, and some of the 
wealthiest mon of the city, including Geo.

Life inanrance is a good thing. He isa 
discreet man who places a policy on his 
lite for the benelit of those nearest and 
dearest to him, There is no better way of 
enforcing economy, and wo have known of 
many a family that would have saved 
little for the proverbial rainy dey but for 
the compulsion of the life insurance agent. 
But how uw tho farmer to keep his 
premiums paid, if after paying his taxes 
and providing food, clothing, and edu 
cation for his family, he has not a 
cent left to devote to life in- 
surance or any other thing? That isa 
question which the glibstongued apologist 
for the class “protective” law that has 
cort the farmers so much does not supply 
ananswer. Itis a fact that cannot bo 

ainsaid that many Canadian farmers 
Rare made little or nothing more than 
running expences in the last ten or twelve 
years. If they have done that, ora little 
more in some cases, it has been by long 
hours of toil and the most exacting 
economy. : 

Ina eointiy of vaxied resources like 
ours, there is one prime reason why the 


scits so meagre. He aoes not get what 
he earns. He is putin the position ofa 
aman who brings his products to niarket 
in acity that is approached by way ofa 
bridge over a stream. Heis permitted to 
take what he has to sellover the bridge 
free of charge, But when he starts back 
with the necessary of life which ,he must 
take in payment he is met By the taxgath- 
cror, the result of whose exactions is the 
taking from the farmer not only of the 
high tax imposed, but also of a correspon- 
ding tribute that has to be paid toa fav- 


When this condition of affairs iv done 
away with —and thefarmers tell us that 
a change cannot come too soon—the lot 
of tho rural toiler will bo vastly improved. 
He will need no inducement to insure his 
life to pay off his mortgages, for, under a 
tariff for revenue only, he will be able to 
make the most of his energies, and to se- 
cure for his own uses all that ho earns, 
He will be able to hire more help and not 
be compelled to call upon his wile to overs 
work herself, avis now too often the case, 
in her endeavor to make ends meet and to 
rcader needed service in ahufdied and 
one ways that cvertax her surength and 
unaermiae her health, Indeed, careful 
investigation leads usto the conclusion 
that but for the self sacrifice of their wives 
in recent years hundreds of farmers would 
have beon unable to meet theie liabilities. 
But it is unreaeonable to demand that 
such sacrifices should be continued in the 
future, and itis improbable that they will 
be continued now thatthe agriculturists 
are aroused to look after their own 
wellare, and are disposed to sink. 
ofall differences in order to achieve the 
removal of the class laws which favor the 
monopolist and injure the worker. 

We who live in cities and towns have a 
more than passing interest in this great 
movement, because whatsoever nandicaps 
the farmers inthe world's market decreases 
their power to purchaseindustrial products 
athome. They are our best customers. 
When they find it difficult to earn a living, 
it is hard times with all others, and when 
thay prosper everyone who lives in urban 
communities ‘is benefited. The farmers’ 
need corresponds to that of the worker 
everywhere. Givehimall that he earns, 
collect no more {money from him than is 
required to economically govern the count- 
ry, and he will have erough and to spare 
not only to live, but to provide life insur- 
ance premiums and meet every other 
liability. 

We have no smpathy with the demand 
that a man shall first die before he attains 
reasonable comfort. The suggestion could 
oaly emenate from some one interested in 
perpetuating the inequitable system of 
taxation against which there is now so

Here he will await an attack from the land- 
Ang party whioh will be sent from the rebel 
ships, the Ropublica and the Tragano. | 
The bombardinent of the city has been 
suspended, The damage to the city by 
the guns of the fleet was much greaterthan 
the Government reports stated, It requir- 
ed prompt interference on the part of 
foreign war ships in the harbor to protect 
property in the city. | 

The revolution is spreading It is re- | 
ported that the states of Bahia and Per- 
nambuco haye declared in fayor of the 
Fevolutioniste. "4 

The garrisons in Fort Villegagnon and 
all the other forts in the harbor of Rio 
except one have revolted and joined Ad- 
miral Mello's forces, 

Preparations have ‘been made in the har- 
bor of Rio Grande to resist an attack 
from a hostile equadron, All the forte in 
the harbor are manned with soldiers under 
fighting orders. Buoys in the harbor 
have been removed aud torpedo mines 
placed in the conrse of anon ing ships :

Brandis a married a 
Tho offence wes alleged to have been con 
mitted on the night of October 19th, 1892, 
Mr, W, Kerr, Q.0., appoared on behalf 
of the crown whilst the accused was de- 
snded by C, E. Lyons. 

Mra. wey was the fire witress and 
tettified that ahe had knowa Brant for a 
number of years, On the night of October 
19h, 1802, her husband in company with 
his brother left the house ty go to & rafile 
aboata mile away, Not bing able to 
lock the door ho bolted it inside and braced 
it with a stick, Ae went out of a window. 
‘At about 2 o'clock in the moraing tho door 
was foreed open and the prisoner came in 
being somewhat under the influence of 
liquor, She was in bed, He came in the 
bed room and took a chair and broke the 
limp. which was lit, He then got upon 
the bed and as she was getilag up he 
caught hor by the throat threw her back 
in bed and assaulted her. Sho screamed 

and tried to get away but could not, | He 
went shortly alter and she being fright- 
ened went out taking her child and sat 
under a bush until just beiore her hus:
